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LIBRARIAN'S     REPORT 

The  circulation  figures  for  1967  were  876  non-fiction  and 
2244  fiction,  with  74  adult  borrowers  and  82  juvenile  borrow- 
ers, based  on  the  population  figure  of  550,  this  amounts  to  al- 
most six  books  per  person. 

We  borrowed  about  1500  books  from  the  Bookmobile  this 
year.  We  send  for  special  requests  to  the  State  Libary  in  Con- 
cord and  also  get  many  books  through  the  inte-library  loan  sys- 
tem with  the  Keene  Public  Library.  Many  of  these  are  the  cur- 
rent best  sellers,  and  we  try  to  borrow  books  with  diversified 
interests  in  mind.  When  someone  comes  in  with  a  request  for 
material  on  a  certain  subject  we  can  usually  find  something 
through  one  of  these  systems  if  there  is  not  enough  material  in 
the  Gilsum  Library. 

We  presently  subscribe  to  the  weekly  news  magazines, 
a  sports  magazine,  a  scientific  magazine,  home  and  gardening 
magazines,  Yankee,  New  Hampshire  Profiles,  and  the  National 
Geographic. 

The  Library  has  borrowed  films  and  a  projector  from 
the  Keene  Library  for  our  monthly  film  showings,  and  have 
had  Aaron  Fisk  show  some  of  his  many  slides. 

Many  new  books  have  been  added  to  our  collection,  and 
there  have  been  man)'  donations  for  which  we  are  most  thankful 
Despite  lack  of  time  and  lack  of  space,  we  hope  to  have  all  of 
these  on  the  shelves  soon.  The  new  World  Book  Encyclopedia 
was  purchased  this  year. 
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LIBRARY     TRUSTEES"     REPORT 

The  main  item  of  the  Trustees'  work  in  1967  was  that  of 
obtaining  necessary  information  and  working  toward  methods 
to  be  used  in  making  preliminary  plans  for  a  more  roomy  ari|d 
up-to-date  library  building.  The  space  now  used  by  the  library 
is  too  small  for  efficient  use  and  the  building  in  which  it  is 
housed  is  by  no  means  fire-proof.  Many  related  problems  and 
their  possible  solutions  are  under  consideration. 

National  Library  Week  was  observed  under  the  direction 
of  Airs.  Merrylin  Johnson,  Chairman.  There  was  a  parade  of 
children,  in  costumes,  representing  the  wearers'  favorite  lit- 
erary characters.  Prizes  were  awarded  at  an  ''Open  House", 
for  the  best  costumes  and  also  for  the  best  posters  entered  in  the 
poster  contest. 

The  Library  sponsored  the  third  annual  Gilsum  Rock 
Swap,  held  on  June  24  and  25,  1967.  It  is  estimated  that  1000 
people  attended  the  event  and  that  56  traders  and  dealers  were 
present,  from  eight  States.  Maps  relating  especially  to  the  geo- 
logy of  Gilsum  were  available.  Field  trips  were  taken  by  many 
persons. 

Other  matters  which  received  the  attention  of  the  Trustees 
during  the  year  1967  included  the  following : 

Change  of  an  afternoon  when  the  Library  is  open,  from 
Wednesday  to  Monday  upon  the  request  of  the  school 
principal. 

Adopted    revised  rules  f o  operation  of  the  Library. 
A  grant  of  100.00  was  received  from  the  State  Library, 
which  was  used  in  the  purchase  of  an  encyclopedia. 
A  dozen  folding  chairs  were  bought  for  use  in  the  Library. 
Educational  films  and  slides  were  shown  from  time  to  time 
during  the  year. 

The  Library  sponsored  a  presentation  by  Major  Hamil- 
ton, who  had  spent  some  time  in  Vietnam,  showing  slides 
and  with  an  accompanying  lecture. 
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Mrs.  Merrylin    Johnson     was    appointed    Chairman    of 

"Friends  of  the  Library". 

The  "Friends"  held  a  book  sale  on  August  25  and  26, 

It  was  voted'  to  publish  the  fact  that  meetings  of  the  Trus- 
tees  are  scheduled  to  be   held   on  the  first  Monday  of  each 
month  at  8:00  p.m.,  in  the  Library. 

The  work  of  cataloguing  the  Library's  books,  by  the  Trus- 
tees and  Librarian  was  continued.

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REPORT  OF  CONSERVATION  COMMISSION 

The  Consevation  Commission  held  nine  meeting's  during 
1967  to  work  on  the  town  maps.  These  maps  are  progressing 
very  well  and  have  become  useful  several  times  even  though 
not  yet  completed.  One  of  the  reference  seekers  was 
the  town  of  Alstead.  Our  base  map  is  complete  and  several  of 
the  use  maps.  We  have  a  complete  set  of  aerial  maps  of  excel- 
lent quality. 

Among  other  projects  were  the  planting  of  a  maple  tree 
by  the  Church  on  Main  Street.  Also  we  went  to  the  Bear's  Den 
with  the  State  Park  Department  to  express  our  views  on  its  use 
and  development.  We  were  chosen  as  one  of  the  six  Conserva- 
tion Commissions  to  make  a  panel  on  Conservation  for  the  New 
Hampshire  State  Audubon  Society.  A  panel  with  colored  pho- 
tos of  Gilsum  and  a  story  on  conservation  in  our  town.  These 
panels  were  displayed  at  Hanover,  New  Hampshire  and  then 
sent  to  other  conservation  commissions  throughout  the  state. 
We  also  had  several  articals  published  by  different  magazines 
and  folders  in  the  state.  The  most  interesting  of  these  being  in 
the  magazine,  Forest  Notes,  this  article  being  four  pages  long 
and  having  two  photos  and  entitled,  "Conservation  Commission 
In  a  Small  Town." 

We  feel  we  have  not  been  able  to  do  all  we  should  have 
done,  but  hope  that  next  year  will  find  us  doing  more  and 
better  things  for  our  town.
